I JI1E indications are that the present congress, which is to have
three sessions, will be the longest in 'the history of the gov-

ernment in the number of days of actual meetings of the two houses.
The present special session has already broken all special session

records, excepting one, that of the special session of the first con-

gress, which was called March 4, 1S79, to provide machinery for the

operation of the newly formed government, and which lasted 210

days. And the indications are that it will ultimately break that. It
began April 7 last, and today it has been in existence 205 days.
Ten days longer will tie the record of the special session of the first

congress, just mentioned, while if it is to merge with the regular
session on December 1, its length will be 234 days.

There have been no summer vacations of congress since 1907, in

the middle of the second Uoosevelt term as president. In the d

summers since then the regular sessions have been at
work and in the d years the special sessions. President
Tuft called the sixty-firs- t congress as soon as he had been inaugu-

rated, and it met March 13, 1909, to revise the tariff, remaining in
session 144 days, or until August 5. The Payne-Aldric- h law, which
has just been repealed, was the result.
